NEW YORK, Aug. 18 (AP).— 
Loew’s Inc., Marcus Loew Booking 
Agency and RKO Service Corpora- 
tion were named as defendants to- 
day in a $3,750,000 damage suit 
filed in State Supreme Court by 
Local 306 of the Moving Picture 
Machine Operators Union and the 


International Alliance of Theatri- 
cal and Stage Employes (AFL). 

The suit charged that a $150,000 
bribe was paid’to George E. 
Browne and William Bioff, union 
leaders convicted.of extortion, and 
brought a wage decrease for mo- 
tioh picture operators. in New York 
City from $2.12 an hour to $1.58 
in 1935. The unions charged the 
alleged payment was designated to 
avert a strike of members in New 
York City and vicinity. 

Browne, former president of the 
International Alliance, and Bioff, 
West Coast labor leader, were con-. 
victed in Federal Court last year 
on charges of extorting $550,000 
from four major film companies. 

The acceptance of the “bribe,” 
the unions charged, caused Browne 
to force members to accept a 10- 
year contract containing a wage 
cut and to call off a threatened 
walkout. 

The unions seek to recover 
$2,000,000 from Loew’s and $1,000,- 
000 from RKO on. claims of loss 
of funds to their members from 
1935 to 1941, and $760,000 for 
wages they claim their men will 
lose from 1941 to 1945 when the 
contract expires.

can officials. 

‘The Fighting French news serv- 
ice said: today that Churchill con- 
ferred with Gen. Charles de Gaulle, 
leader’ of the Fighting French, 
while in Cairo. Churchill also saw 
Prime Minister .Jan Christiaan 
Smuts of the Union of South 
Africa. 

Auchinleck had commanded in 
the Middle East since July 2, 1941, 
when Gen. Sir Archibald P. Wavell 
was assigned to India. He took 
personal command of the British 
Eighth Army in the desert fighting 
last June 25. 

Alexander, 50 years old; who once 
before succeeded Auchinleck — in 
December, 1940,:as commander of 
the British Isles Southern.

In May U.S. Job Agency Alone Sent 1700 to 
Boeing—Working in Every Department 
From Office to Engine Shop. >

(First of a series of articles on 
women in war industries.) 
SEATTLE, Aug. 18.—Here in the 
war-conscious Pacific Northwest, 
women are wading into war indus- 
try jobs with all the fervor of a 
good housekeeper attacking a sink 
full of dirty dishes. In airplane 
plants, in lumber mills, in hun- 
dreds of industries working night 
and day, women have taken over 
men’s jobs in astounding numbers 
and with astonishing success. 
At Boeing Aircraft Co. in Seat- 
tle, women work in every depart- 
ment of the Flying Fortress fac- 
tory, from personnel office to the 
engine shop. In ear-splitting din 
and wnder eery blue light they 
clamber about on bulkheads or in 
the stinger tails cf? the heavy 
bombers. They assemble the com- 
plicated miles of wiring that go 
into the big ships; they hold en- 
gineering jobs; they compute and 
interpret data recorded: on test 
flights, 
“On a single day recently 300 
women walked through Boeing 
gates for the first time,” H. O. 
West, executive vice-president and 
sparkplug of the Boeing produc- 
tion. organization, said. “Scarcely 
a shop in the whole plant remains 
the exclusive domain of thé male 
today.” 

Women Fourth of Force. 
While exact employment figures 
are a military secret, Boeing exe- 
cutives say that more than a 
fourth of all workers are women, 
and Government sources credit the 
Flying Fortress factory with the 


employment of:a larger percentage 


of women than any other aircraft 
plant in the United States. On 
April 27 there were nearly twice 
as many women in Boeing offices 
as in the factory itself. Five weeks 
later the two-to-one ratio had been 
inverted, and today one‘ out of 
every four of the thousands em- 
ployed at Boeing is a woman. 
During May more than 1700 
women were supplied to Boeing by 
the United States Employment 
Service alone. There is no age lim- 
it, and educational requirements go 
unmentioned. The only qualifica- 
tion lies in a woman’s ability to do 
a specific job. 
“When Flying Fortresses smash 
Japanese bases in the Pacific, 
when they shoot Japanese fighters 
out of the sky, a lot of Seattle 
women feel a very personal sort of 
pride,” West says. “Because, you 
see, every one of those Fortresses 
has felt the touch of many fem- 
inine hands.” 
Some of the . Jobs. 
In final assembly, where the 
noise of rivet guns sounds like a 
separate war, women have taken 
over in great numbers in the last 
three months. Inside the fuselage 
jigs where the huge bodies of the 
bombers are being built, approxi- 
mately two out of every three 
workers are women. A month ago 
this was exclusively a masculine 
field, In the “make” shops, where 
the smaller parts of the B-17 are 
formed and put together, women 
work at long benches, cutting out 
sheet metal. They run drill presses 
and punch presses, They feed parts 
into the jaws of giant hydro- 
presses. They work on welded as- 
semblies, in the paint shop and 
they operate saws and lathes. They 
drive lift trucks and “jitneys” 
through the plant. Mail deliveries 
are made on motor scooters oper- 
ated by girls. 

In the tubing and electric wiring 
departments at Boeing almost 50 
per cent of the employes are 
women. A particularly vital job 
is the business of laying out, on 
what are known as “forming 


of 
insta 


“ Woman draftsmen work beside the 


men; there are five women who 
are full-fledged engineers in the 
weight section. In the flight and 
aerodynamics division, six women 
operate machines which record 
flight data on film. A woman 
aerodynamicist analyzes wind tun- 
nel observations, . 
Same Pay as for Men. 

At Boeing women share all of 
men’s privileges, including rate of 
pay. These rates range from 62% 
cents an hour for unskilled work- 
ers to $1.23 an hour for highly 
skilled employes, with time and a 
half for overtime and double time 
for Sundays and holidays. Wage 
increases and promotions for 
women come with experience and 
ability and Boeing officers say | 
women’s chances for advancement 
are as good as the men’s. 

“The mass influx of women into 
our plant required some adjust- 
ment in our organization, but we 
were forced to do it,” said West. 
“At present we are operating, with 
respect to ultimate capacity, at 
just about 40 per cent because of 
the shortage in Government fur- 
nished equipment. But as the ma- 
terials situation is relieved and 
additional schedules are granted, 
we will need more and more work- 
ers and that means that more and 
more. women will. be working on 
Flying Fortresses.” 

. Although the percentage of res- 
ignations is higher among woman 
workers than men, West says this 
situation is easing itself gradually 
as women accept more and more 
the seriousness of their jobs. At 
the start of the mass hiring of 
women, many came to Boeing in 
the spirit of adventure, looking 
for a bit of romance along with 
the jobs of rivet bucker or brack- 
et fastener. Now word has gone 
around Seattle that the Boeing 
plant is no favorite of Cupid and 
that the turning out of four-en- 
gined bombers is a grim business. 
Individual Awards. 

On Aug. 10, Boeing received the 
first joint Army-Navy production 
E award in the aircraft industry. 
This award was earned by pro- 
ducing Flying. Fortresses consist- 
ently on or ahead of schedule, by 
making the greatest use of the 
machine tools available in the Boe- 
ing plant and by maintaining 
quality during increased produc- 
tion, In this record which won 
the Army-Navy award, thousands 
of women had a vital part. And 
each one, for her work on the 
bombers that fought at Midway, 
in the Coral Sea and now over 
France, wears a silver lapel pin in 
recognition. 

While the women at Boeing 
pride themselves on their part in 
the unending parade of heavy 
bombers through the Seattle plant, 
women working in Washington’s 
great lumber industries take no 
less pride in the fact that the story 
of their labors is eventually told 
in floating docks andship decking. 

In the Northwest, the bottom of 
the barrel has been scraped for 
manpower in war industry. Now 
the women are taking over.

OME of the. girls . aren’t 
S working out any too well in 

the vast plant where the 
Army’s Flying Fortresses are 
made. H. Oliver West, execu- 
tive vice-president and guiding 
genius of production at the 
Boeing Aircraft Co, admitted 
that although women are doing 
fine work, Many “are.here for 
other than serious purposes.” 

They pursue social Jife in the 
factory workrooms, it appears; 
they will not wear proper cloth- 
ing, as suggested by the person- 
nel office, and they do not con- 
fine their permanent waves in 
nets, or even snoods, although 
they have been told time and 
again that long flowing bobs are 
likely to get caught in ma- 
chinery.

Such a state-wide law for driv- 
ers would operate far more satis- 
factorily than individual city laws, 
and would insure a uniform en- 
forcement throughout Missouri, 
Meyers said in the report. 

Also recommended by Meyers 
was adoption of a standard acci- 
-dent reporting system in the city; 
establishment of an accident in- 
vestigation and prevention bureau; 
careful reporting of all accidents, 
even minor ones; a continuing 
traffic education program; closer 
co-ordination of state, county, mu- 
nicipal and civic traffic control 
activities; adoption of the standard 
traffic ordinance as proposed by 
the United States Bureau of Roads, 
and creation of a Greater St. Louis 
Traffic Committee. 

Reviewing the statistics for 1941, 
Meyers pointed out that 79,165 per- 
sons were arrested for traffic vio- 
lations, a record high. Of this to- 
tal, 39,895 pleaded guilty and paid 
fines at the Traffic Bureau, 28,060 
were found guilty in court and pun- 
ished, and the balance were dis- 
missed. 

There were 106 motor vehicle fa- 
talities during the year, the same 
number as the preceding year. Fa- 
talities were running about 10 per 
cent lower than in 1940 until 
Christmas: morning, when 10 per- 
sons were killed in a bus accident. 
Last year the city ranked fifth in 
its motor vehicles fatality rate com- 
pared with cities of similar size;

NEWARK, N. J., Aug. 18 (AP).— 

Testimony that Herbert Karl 


Friedrich Bahr told of escaping | 


from Gestapo agents at the Swiss 
border was presented by a State 
Department official today as the 
Government sought to prove Bahr 
was a Nazi spy. 

In outlining its espionage con- 
spiracy case yesterday, the Gov- 
ernment said the escape had been 
jfaked by the Gestapo to give Bahr 
a refugee standing so he could re- 
turn to the United States. 

Ashley J. Nicholas, inspector of 
the Board of Review of Passports, 
second witness for the Govern- 
ment, today produced Bahr’s pass- 
ports and State Department rec- 
ords concerning them. 

He said he conversed with Bahr 
aboard the liner Drottningholm in 
Jersey City several times after 
July 2 concerning a $1000 and a 
$500 bill in Bahr’s possession and 
Bahr told him he obtained them in 
Switzerland for the sale of a secret 
design for a steam turbine. 

Then, Nicholas testified, Bahr 
told him about the “escape” and 
‘how the Gestapo fired at him. He 
'was taken into custody by Swiss 
officials. 

The first Government witness, 
Grover D. Bushman, immigration 
inspector of the United States Cus- 
toms ‘Service of the port of New 
York, produced the passenger list 
of the Drottningholm, which 
docked June 30 and was searched 
by Federal agents for several days 
before the 800 passengers were 
permitted to debark.

4801-ton Baependy. 

In addition to the Baependy the 
ships lost were the 1905-ton Anni- 
bal Benevelo, the 4872-ton Arara- 
quara, the 1075-ton Arara and the 
2169-ton Itagiba. 

The attacks occurred between 
Bahia and the state of Sergipe a 
few miles off the coast below the 
eastern bulge of Brazil.

Big Troop Loss Denied. 


An official Brazilian announce- 
ment said the Baependy was car- 
rying an army unit “with reduced 
number of forces,” but added that 

“rumors dispersed about high mil- 
itary losses have not the slightest 
foundation.” 

(The announcement apparently 
referred to the first word on the 
sinking, quoting the Brazilian em- 
bassy at Montevideo as announc- 
ing the loss of the Baependy with 
700 or 800 troops.) 

“Our country within its tra- 
ditions d6es not flinch before such 
brutality, and the government is 
examining methods to take in the 
face of these events,” the Brazilian 
Department of Press and Propa- 
ganda said. 

“che population should remain 
calm and confident in the assur- 
ance that crimes practiced against 
the lives and goods of Brazilians 
will not go unpunished.” 


“Brazil Not Intimidated.” 
The Diario de Noticias declared 
Brazil was “neither intimidated nor 
disposed to forgive the crime.” 
The newspaper added that the at- 
tacks on shipping off the Brazilian 
coast actually implied a growing 
weakness of the Reich. 

“German submarines, since thé 
beginning of hostilities, have been 
expelled from the zones of major 
importance, starting with British 
waters, to the United Statés routes 
to Iceland, and from there to the 
United States coast, the Gulf of 
Mexico and the Caribbean, and now 
to the Brazilian coast,” the news- 
paper said. “If those undersea 
craft devote themselves to attacks 
on small vessels navigating be- 
tween Bahia and Recife it is ob- 


ficult to sink ships taking supplies 
to Russia, new materials to .the 
United States and arms to Eng- 
land.” 

The Gazeta de Noticias asserted 
that “the latest sinkings of our ves- 
sels, by the way they happened and 


the geographical location in which 
they occurred, clearly show the in- 
tentions of the totalitarian powers 
toward us.” 

Act of War, Paper Says. 

The Correio da Manha said “the 
Axis at last makes war against us,” 
and added that the only reason for

(AP).—Survivors of a small Brit- 
ish merchant ship, torpedoed in 
the Caribbean July 21 with a loss 
of five lives, reported on landing 
at a guif coast port yesterday that 
a Spanish ship passed close by 
their lifeboats soon after the sink- 
ing, but ignored their pleas for 
help. 

The ship was attacked while it 
was 17 miles from an island. Three 
torpedoes hit. Forty-nine sur- 
ivivors, of whom four were hurt in 
the explosions, got away in three 
lifeboats. 

The Spanish ship approached 
closé enough for the men in the 
lifeboats to talk to the officers on 
ithe bridge, but it refused to pick 
them up and sailed on its way. 
Later the lifeboats managed to 
make land.

Of Further Changes Due 


To War, Worrying Coaches) 


KANSAS CITY, Aug. 18 (AP).—It will be football—but not as usual 
—in the Missouri Valley territory ‘this fall. 


The war effort, What with a half- 
back lost here and a tackle there, 
already has threatened several 
coaches’ playhouses, but the 
thought of things to come is still 
more perturbing. 

For instance, one established 
change that may prove very in- 
teresting to the customers, and is 
certain to make a still poorer life 
insurance risk of the coach, is 
the use of freshmen on Missouri 
Valley conference varsity teams— 
a drastic measure adopted in des- 
peration to relieve the shortage of 
personnel. 

About Sophomores. 

Tt has long been axiomatic in 
the coaching world that a sopho- 
more, football player is a truly 
wonderful thing. He is the type of 
guy who can run 57 yards for a 
touchdown one minute, and then 
fumble on his own 10-yard line 
the next. He can kick the pig- 
skin 60 yards on the fly one time 
and then send his blocking back 
sprawling with a misplaced boot 
the next trip up. He is a rugged 
individualist who thinks nothing 
of running due east while his bud- 
dies scamper in the direction rec- 
ommended by Horace Greeley. 

It requires little mental effort 
then to visualize some of the an- 
tics that may be expected from a 
lad who is even a year younger 
and lacks the meager experience 
gained from playing first year ball. 

The transportation problem also 
has its interesting phases. Most of 
the larger schools in this area plan 


be travel by train as before, but 
e railroad companies are reluc- 
tant to make advance reservations. 

Travel squads will be smaller 
and the band and the cheer lead- 
ers, not to mention a couple of 
assistant student managers, a 
brace of third string wingbacks 
and maybe the left guard coach, 
will have to listen to the big game 
by remote control. 

Gas Rationing Would Hurt. 

The possibilities of a downward 
revision of the draft age limit after 
the November election is causing 
some insomnia in the coaching 
ranks, but isn’t nearly as. haunt- 
ing as the spectre of gasoline ra- 
tioning. 

All the Big Six schools but Ne- 
braska depend on their draw from 
nearby cities to swell the Athletic 
treasury. Rationing in this sector 
would mean depressive financial 
days for most of the Big Sixers. 

The Missouri Valley Conference, 
with the exception of the Okla- 
homa Aggies, probably would profit 
by such a move—at least they 
wouldn’t be handicapped. Wash- 
ington, St. Louis, Drake, Creighton 
and Tulsa all are located in popu- 
lous centers. 

A limitation of crowds to a 5000 
top would hurt some of the bigger 
colleges, but others would be to- 
tally unaffected, In fact some of 
the smaller schools would realize 
a blessing of war if Uncle Sam 
could assure them 5000 spectators 
—particularly if all the customers 
paid cold cash.

“It was kind of funny when we 
were flying over those Persian 
mountains from Bagdad to Tehe- 
ran,” Ruggles said.

It 
was a very clear day so we had a 
swell view. The boss asked, ‘Say, 
aren't we flying rather close?’ Bill 
said about 1000 feet and the boss 
said he thought they’d look better 
from a higher altitude, so we 
moved up another thousand.

The Japanese and German high 
commands must hereafter deal 
with all the vexatious problems of 
war on two or even more fronts 
and they can make no attack in 
any direction without first very 
carefully examining the question of 
security at all other points. 

The great strategic advantage 
enjoyed by the United States is 
that of complete security in this 
continent, and for the period dur- 
ing which we are developing our 
fighting strength and preparing to 
send it to those distant places 
where our interests require it go. 
The Japanese and the Germans 
know that our strength is growing 
and they know that whatever they 
may do, they are in no position to 
strike a vital blow at the centers 
of that strength. They know also 
that their own strength is dimin- 
ishing, that they are winning vic- 
tories with the blood of men which 
they cannot replace and with the 
cost of material which likewise 
they cannot replace. 

The attack on the Solomons and 
the gathering of American forces 
in the British Isles served notice 
on Tokyo and Berlin that hereaft- 
er they: can take the offensive 
against any of our Allies only at 
the risk of being attacked by this 
growing American power at some 
other vital sector they are endeav- 
oring to hold. 

Japanese strategists have long 
recognized that if Japan were 
compelled to go to war with the 
Western Powers, its only hope 
iwould be a surprise attack carried 
through so successfully as to oc- 
cupy every base from which the 
Japanese islands or vital Japanese 
communicatidhs could be attacked.

Thousands of American boys are wandering around, looking for 
kit bags and other items of equipment which are slowly turning up 
after four, five or six days. In kitchens the cooks are trying to 
get used to kinds of stoves they have never seen before and varieties 
of food they have never even heard of, 


Blackout is the biggest problem, 
however. For the first four nights, 
it was a real headache to the mili- 
tary police -nd officers. Now the 
boys are getting used to it, but 
it still doesn’t occur to them that, 
if they step outside the door for 
a minute at night, they should be 
careful to close the door behind 
them lest a beam of light guide 
enemy planes to their camp. 

Another problem, the Colonel 
said he found, wag the lack of 
security-mindedness of our offi- 
cers. 


“If they’re giving instruction, 
they gather the boys together right 
in the middle of a square or a 
football field, instead of taking

Barracks are conventional, two- 
story, brick, common to most Eng- 
lish army towns. Inside, the big 
rooms have two-tiered bunks with 
straw mattresses. The outfit’s own 
mattresses hadn’t arrived, Bath- 
ing facilities are not the same as 
the boys have been used to, and 
at the time of our visit the bath 
lists were being made up to in- 
sure that every one gets hig bath 
as often as limited accommodation

One cook seemed puzzled by a 
strange vegetable he had been giv- 
en to prepare for lunch. It was 
marrow. When I explained how 
it’s cooked, he brightened up. 

“Sounds like our summer squash 
— guess the boys will like it,” 
he said. 

This huge army town tonight is 
100 per cent American. Last week 
it wag as full of English troops. 
Jeeps and big army trucks already 
are dashing about as though they 
had always been here. Here and 


there, a stray Tommy looked a 
little lost. In one corner several 
Tommies were showing our. boys 
how to use fire-fighting equip- 
ment, 

Even after some days at sea, 
these boys looked good and tough. 
They are one of our best-trained 
and crack outfits, but the officers 
seemed to think they would need 
to go through a re-toughening 
process. Already a good many of 
them are out on the roads, trying 
their legs, 

“These British troops around 
here could walk us ragged,” one 
non-com we passed on the road 
said. He looked down the road 
at tanned Britishers marching 
briskly along. “Give us a few 
weeks and we can compete with 
them.”

HE United States are conduct-- 
ing a war.

A Criticism of America’s War Effort. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WN the light of past events, it is diffi- 

cult to understand the well-nigh uni- 
versal criticism of the present war effort. 
The so-called democracies do not open a 
second front because they can’t. They 
éan’t because they are not prepared. 
They aren’t prepared because of gov- 
ernment policy. If any criticism is justi- 
fied, it must be leveled at the people 
who voted over the last 12 years for the 
present philosophy of government, 

The President has stated frequently 
that the primary purpose of his gov- 
ernment is to “maintain our social gains.” 
Such policy must reduce our war effort. 
It must result in the rather leisurely 
production of largely antiquated and in- 
adequate war materiel as we are now 
seeing. This policy also develops in all 
of us the desire to shrink from the hard- 
ships which the winning of this war must 
place on every individual. ) 

It is obvious that the vast majority of 
voters concur with this governmental 
policy, as is shown by all recent polls 
of public opinion. Seemingly the only 
people who now object are the drafted 
men who will be killed and maimed by 
this policy. 

Roosevelt is not at fault for the sorry 
Tecord made. He is only doing what 
the voter has apparently indicated he 
‘wants—not victory, but higher wages; 
not freedom for all, but domination by 
a few; not all-out war, but the enjoy- 
ment of the temporary prosperity that 
playing at war brings. Roosevelt will 
change his policy when the people gen- 
erally are willing to pay the price and 
not before. 

' All-out war means disciplined labor 
led by able management which we now 
Jack.

In addition, the Americans have & — — 
army in Northern Ireland and, if we know the Amer- 
icans, they are ready to go at all times. 

Of course, in modern warfare, control of the air 
is essential, but win Britain can throw 1000 planes 
a-night against Essen, Cologne and Hamburg, does 
not that mean air control of the Channel? 

Of course, too, shipping is essential, but have the 
two leading maritime nations in the world become 
so poverty-stricken in shipping that they cannot 
throw an army over 20 miles of water when the 
enemy is bitterly engaged a thousand or more 
miles away? 

We have read a lot of articles and heard a lot of 
radio broadcasts explaining why nothing could be 
done at the present time to aid the hard-pressed 
Russians. They are all magnificently convincing. 

These are of the same breed that must have told 
Hannibal that he couldn't cross the Alps; that would 
have counseled Napoleon to withhold the whiff of 
grapeshot; that would have advised Marshal Foch 
that the 1918 counteroffensive was impossible. 

Churchill has never been of that breed, and neither 
has Roosevelt. If this is wrong, the British and 
Americans should get rid of them both and find 
two men who know how to fight a war in which 
audacious action is necessary to win. 

Hitler is not invineible. He is not all-powerful. 
He cannot be fighting an all-out war on the Hastern 
front and still keep the West properly protected. No, 
he is gambling on the inertia of the Western democ- 
racies, whom he has been able to bluff ever since 
he went into the Rhineland in 1935, ever since he 
helped Franco in Spain, ever since he bamboozled 
Chamberlain at Munich. 

He is still gambling and he is still getting away 
with it. Sure, this is armchair strategy, but it is not 
entirely so. Did not Roosevelt and Churchill, at their 
historic meeting in Washington, promise a “diver- 
sion” to take advantage of Hitler’s preoccupation in 
Russia? Did not Gen. Marshall at West Point say 
we will land in France? Have not numerous events 
and appointments given promise that a second front 
would be established? 

A lot of blood will be spilled if we try to cross 
the Channel. Yes, it will. But the war is not going 
to be won by cocktail parties and “Bundles for 
Britain” benefits in New York City, Newport and 
Palm Beach. This is not a picnic, It’s a massacre, 
and unless we can take it we will be going around 
the streets of St. Louis yelling “Heil Hitler” and 
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going against the spirit of the law in ompellf

YEAR ago, Franklin D. Roosevelt and 

Winston 8S. Churchill signed the At- 

lantic Charter, pledging their countries 
to “respect the right of all peoples to choose 
the form of government under which they 
will live.” Today, all the peoples of all the 
United Nations are menaced with calamity 
by the tragic conflict between an alien gov- 
ernment and an unfree people which has 
been allowed to break out in India. 

The British decision to outlaw the Indian 
National Congress at a time when no overt 
act of disobedience had taken place, and 
Gandhi was preparing an appeal to the 
Viceroy and to the United Nations for fur- 
ther negotiations, is regarded by many as 
justified. Leopold Amery, the Indian sec- 
retary, defends the decision as necessary 
to “save India and the Allied cause from a 
grave disaster,” threatened by the “wicked 
folly” of the Mahatma and his colleagues. 

Yet, even those who accept this view 
know in their hearts that there could be no 
graver disaster to the cause of freedom 
than what has happened in India, and no 
folly more wicked than the folly which 
seeks to save India from her enemies 


Indian who languishes in a British jail, who 
screams under a British lash, who dies be- 
fore a British gun, will become a symbol of 
despair for millions of the colored peoples 
of the earth. 

These silent and waiting multitudes will 
conclude, wrongly no doubt but nonetheless 
.irrevocably, that Western white men offer 
them only fair words and foul deeds; that 
the darker peoples have no stake in a war 
between rival oppressors, and that Axis 
arrogance may be more tolerable than dem- 
ocratic hypocrisy. 3 

Agreement through outside action has 
now been rendered much more difficult and 
infinitely more imperative by the obstruc- 
tive policies of the Congress leaders and, 
in even greater measure, by the rash action 
of London in imprisoning those leaders and 
shedding Indian blood in the name of 
India’s defense.

“We eat in a separate room connected 
with the enlisted mén’s mess. The food 
is not fancy but it is wholesome, and 
there is plenty of it. For lunch today 
we had baked ham (and plenty of it), 
boiled potatoes, carrots and peas, canned 
pears, sliced cucumbers, American -cof- 
fee, canned milk and bread and butter. 
That is a typical meal. 

“The morale of everyone is very high.

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LEGAL AID BUREAU’S HELP 


Extreme hardships are being ex- 
perienced by many men called for 
military service because of install- 
ment-plan purchases which they 
made in civilian life, Public Wel- 
fare Director Henry 8. Caulfield 
said today in commehting on the 
annual report of the Legal Aid 
Bureau, under his jurisdiction. 

“They paid substantial sums on 
automobiles, radios, refrigerators 
and other household articles when 
they were earning good wages,” 
Caulfield related, “and now they 
find it extremely difficult to keep 
up their payments on their Army 
pay. We are able to aford relief 
only in certain cases. If the ar- 
ticles were purchased prior to Oct. 
17, 1940, then the soldier has a 
moratorium on his debt. But a 
‘great majority of the purchases 
were made after that date, so the 
bureau can give very little help.” 

Milton C. Lauenstein, director of 
the bureau, reported to Caulfield 
that the bureau had handled 12,340 
cases in the fiscal year ending last 
March 31, and that it collected 
$5769 for clients who were unable 
to collect their own wages and 
charges for ser'vices..

DOUBTS SALES TAX 
WILL GO INTO BILL 


Also Asserts 5 Per Cent 
Freight Excise Levy Is 
‘Out? — Would Have 
Yielded 161 Million. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (AP).— 


‘Senate Majority Leader Barkley 
~ of Kentucky expressed doubt today 


that the Senate would include a 
gales tax in the new revenue Dill. 
Further, he told reporters in dis- 


eussing the big revenue measure, 


he believes the & per cent freight 
excise tax is “out.” “I don’t know 
anybody who is for it,” he said. 

Officials of the Office of Price 
Administration and the War Pro- 
duction Board have opposed the 
freight levy, contending it would 
iricrease the price of vital war 
goods. Treasury officials have 
estimated the tax would bring in 
161 million dollars a year. 

Barkley said it was by no means 
eertain that the bill, as finally 
agreed on, would be larger than 
the measure which passed the 
House. That version, it was 
thought, would yield $6,271,000,000 
additional taxes on a full year’s 
basis, bringing total Federal rev- 
enues to about 23 billion dollars 
annually. 

Deduction of the freight tax 
would leave the bill nearly $2,500,- 
000,000 short of the Treasury’s esti- 
mate of minimum revenue needs. 

“We can tell a lot more about 
how the bill will shape up after 
the committee considers it in ex- 


ecutive sessions next week, ” Bark- 


ley said. 

That was also the attitude of 

Chairman George (Dem.), Georgia, 
-of the Finance Committee. George 
has said repeatedly he does not be- 
lieve the Treasury’s income figure 
can be met without going to some 
‘new form of tax, but he never has 
specified the sales tax, indorsed by 
geveral large business groups. 

“Tt’s not the only one and I don’t 
know if it is the best one,” George 
said. 

Pointing out that the Federal 
Government is now the largest pur- 
chaser in the nation, he commented 
that net income from the tax would 
be greatly reduced as compared 
with the yield that could be ex- 
pected in normal times. A retail 
salés tax would present difficult 
enforcement problems, he said, due 
to the shortage of trained per- 
sonnel.

Reducing Program 
By Patricia Lindsay 


EGION are the girls and 
women who determine to lose 
weight quickly by almost starv- 
ing themselves to death. It is not 


unusual for me to get a letter 


such as this: “I am going to be 
married next month and I must 
lose 30 pounds before then. What 
reducing drugs do you suggest and 
is the banana-skimmed milk diet 
advisable?” 

No woman can expect to get rid 
of surplus weight in one month 
which has accumulated in 12 
months or even longer. And re- 
ducing to be safe, must be gradual. 
Limiting one’s food consumption 
is not the only consideration — one 
must exercise as one diets to keep 
muscles elastic and to firm flesh 
which becomes flabby as weight 
drops off. 

Your physician will warn you 
that reducing drugs are harmful 
unless they be administered or 
prescribed by a doctor who knows 
what he is doing. So I never sug- 
gest reducing drugs. 

I do suggest dieting and exer- 
cising—both to be embraced grad- 
ually. The first week or 10 days 
certain foods should be dropped 
from the menu and the amount 
of food definitely limited so the 
stomach may be shrunken. It will 
then demand less food. During 
this’ period the woman who is 
slimming should rest more than 
usual for rest takes the place of 
food in the first stages of a re- 
ducing regime. She should not 
exercise more than the usual 


amount and that most likely in- 
cludes her household tasks or ¢o- 
ing and coming from business. 

The following week after menus 
of the proper amount of calories 
and vitamin balance have been 
established, she should do at least 
20 minutes of reducing exercises 
each day. These movements should 
include midriff muscle firming, hip 
and thigh rolling, posture cor- 
recting. 

From the above you can see that 
I recommend only a balanced re- 
ducing program. A woman must 
get sufficient calories to carry on 
her duties while she is losing 
weight, she must have the proper 
balance of vitamins and minerals 
and other food essentials, she must 
exercise all portions of the body to 
refashion it gradually as its ex- 
cess poundage is dropped. Then at 
the end of a few months, her body 
will be better proportioned than 
before, better nourished, more 
graceful and her energy will be 
greatly increased. Those things 
are worth the effort, are they not?

The best of all is old-fashioned 
calamine lotion with just enough 
phenol or menthol in it to relieve 
the stinging and burning.
